MACDONALD OF McGILL 

Year after year hundreds of students become new members of the 
Macdonald clan. They are informed at the outset that they are part of McGill, 
yet, there seems to be very little to remind them that this is so. Students come 
here; they spend from one to four years, they graduate and never have any contac 
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whatever with the parent university. The students at McGill on the other hand know 
next to nothing about Macdonald. There is a vast cross section of students at McGill 
who think Macdonald is a large Teachers' College, while others think we groonn 
horses and milk cows all day. Surely something should be done to minimize this 
fallacious speculation. What is even more, something must be done to cement better 
understanding, and better relations between the two student bodies. 

We are Macdonald students and are justly proud of this, but we feel something 
should be done to foster greater intercourse, greater spirit, and above all a greater 
feeling of oneness between both institutions. Half-hearted attempts are made at the 
sports level, but we need something more dynamic. Shouldn't we do something in 
common culturally? Does the answer lie in some "elastic" tie between our College 
activities here and its counterparts at McGill? This does not mean we would follow 
their programme, or they follow ours. Rather we suggest some form of competition 
or alternative incentive to stimulate "a welding of interests". 

There is a strong feeling among a great many members of the student body 
here that Macdonald is always inviting McGill here, how about McGiU inviting Mac in . 
Up to two years ago there was what was called Mac-McGiU Day, when all McGill and 
especially the new students were invited to Mac; they were shown around the campus 
and a special programme of interesting activities planned for day and night The object 
was to acquaint McGill students with Macdonald and also to remind Macdonald students 
that they are part of McGill. Couldn't something of this nature be done from the 
McGill end? 

All told, we love Macdonald and would never lose our identity for anything, 
but. if we are part of McGill we should at least be made to become aware of this m 
some real way- -and at the student level.

The Editor-in-Chief, 
"Failt-Ye Times*', 

Sir: 

Over the past few weeks, I have felt more and more constrained to register 
a strong protest at the blatant lack of consideration for others shown by many users 
of the main library. I had imagined that as the term progressed and academic com- 
mitments increased, the more vociferous , loquacious and effusive members of the 
College would begin to appreciate a room where they could work in comparative 
peace and quiet and where the atmosphere, with others around similarly engaged, 
would be conducive to study. Alas, I have waited in vain. 

The effect of this flagrant disregard for the standard of conduct one expects 
in university libraries is aggravated of course by the rather unfortunate fact that 
insufficient thought was apparently given to the planning and furnishing of the library 
in the first place. I refer here to the position and operation of the main door, the 
wood over 80% of the floor, the constantly creaking chairs and the unnecessary 
proximity of the administrative section to the reading room. I feel that with a 
certain amount of expenditure and a fair degree of facility these difficulties could 
be overcome to the ultimate benefit of all users of the library. 

However, the effect of these oversights would be greatly minimized were 
only a little more thought shown by the majority of students. You will agree. Sir, 
I am sure, that to concentrate seriously on proving obscure statistical indentities 
to the accompaniment of the second act of Anthony & Cleopatra recited aloud is 
virtually impossible o Although this is only one isolated incident, ^such things as 
persistent conversation, the noisy chewing of gum and the unrelenting background 
babel of movement all conspire to reduce one's application to the task in hand. 

It is significant that these conditions obtain to a far lesser extent during 
the evening and when the teachers have lectures, so I can only conclude that con- 
tributary factors towards the situation of which I complain are the young age and 
comparative academic inexperience of the majority of these students. This state 
of affairs, I fear, could only be remedied by a gross reorganization of the Canadian 
system of education, but however desirable I may consider this to be. it is a task 
which I hardly feel competent to attempt.

cost budge . We pay 50 cents for breakfast and 75 cents for dinner and supper 
respectively and if one sits back and realizes the high (almost prohibitive) 
food cost today one can see just howhard it must be. and is. to keep the food 
costs down to this minimum. 

As for the complaints of the meal line being so slow, this is due to the 
students themselves. It is not the person's serving behind the cafeteria line 
who are at fault; there is always food on the counter ready to pick up. The fault 
lies in the dawdling of the students. 

The main holdup seems to be at the water fountain; I might suggest 
that the dining department install another fountain to help speed up the line. 
However, the students must learn to move through more quickly if we are to 
avoid some of the habitual pile-ups that occur daily. 

If there are any suggestions as to how the situation regarding meal 
lines can be relieved, please forward your ideas to the dining room committee, 
c/o Miss Evelyn Kerr or Miss Judy Herder, Box 600. Before we criticize the 
dining room management, let us first look to ourselves for improvement.

ROBBERY ATTEMPT BY SAFECRACKERS FOILED 

For the first time in at least two years, Mac's peaceful campus was disturbed 
by safecrackers. An attempt was made to loot the safe at the department of Build- 
ings and Grounds on Thursday, October 17 between 5:30 p.m. and 8:30 p.m. This 
was learned from an interview with Mr. Wright, superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds who was the first witness to arrive at the scene of the crime. 

It seems that the safecrackers got in by forcing the back window of Mr. 
Wright's office. After pushing together the desks in the adjoining office to make some 
working space, they laid out their tools, wheeled in the safe on a trolley borrowed 
from the nearby stock room and began chiselling away the knob of the combination 
lock. Any experienced safe breaker knows that this is the last thing to do, because 
once the knob is off. the lock must be removed, and this is impossible with a chisel. 
Realizing their blunder, the thugs turned to chiselling the top of the safe. This, they 
might have finished after several days of toil. They only succeeded in making a half- 
inch incision. 

At 8:30 p.m. , Mr. Wright, who was driving past Buildings and Grounds on his 
way back from, Dorval. saw that the lights were on in the plumber's shack. This is 
unusual. On entering his office to check the reason for the light he was started by 
the sight of crowbars, chisels, a trolley, hammers and papers sacttered on the floor. 
The safe had been moved and tampered with. 

The Police were called on the scene but could find no fingerprints. The only 
clues were the safecracking tools with the safe breakers had left behind. 

Commenting on the foiled robbery, Mr. Wright smilingly said, "It was silly 
of the thieves to pick a college safe to rob; they should have known that such safes 
never contain any money". 

Ironically, the thieves in their attempt to get rich quickly, did not see an 
envelope on Mr. Wright's desk, which contained five dollars. The safe contained 
just about five dollars.

Norman Lawson , a Scotsman, has joined us here 
at Macdonald to take his post graduate training in 
agronomy. He graduated from Glasgow University - 
"a noted den of iniquity", so he says. He also attended 
the University of Edinburgh and Reading University - 
'*a very intellectual place He received a scholarship 
for post graduate training in a University of his choice, 
and he decided to come to Canada, and to Macdonald- 
"because of its international reputation**. "James 
McGill came from Scotland, so we are naturally biased, " 
he added.

When asked of his impressions of Macdonald and 
how he found it compared with British Colleges, he 
said there were many differences. One of the first 
outstanding differences he noted, was the narrow out- 
* look of the students. British students are more con- 

cerned with what goes on outside their own gates. The 
average student spends more time reading newspapers. 
In a coffee shop in a British college, you find heaps of well used newspapers. Everyone 
brings one along and they are of varied types- communist, conservative, etc. and you 
read everyone's opinions. 

He feels our average undergraduate goes in for more limited forms of amusement. 
There is a general lack of interest in culture and outside affairs- literature, ballet and 
the arts in general. There seems to be an obsession in sports, and yet comparatively 
few actively participate. They seem to be more content to watch others perform. In 
Britain there is more individual participation. He also wonders why it's necessary to 
have cheerleaders. ''I am all for chorus girls in the right place, but I don't think that 
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place is on a football field". He feels there should be enough interest in the gai«e 
itself, and that these "extras are unnecessary. 

Another difference he noted was the basic philosophy of life of the students. 
Canadian students seem to be so eager to conform. In Britain the students try to be 
as unlike the outside world as possible. They are more individualistic. 

Academically, Mr. Lawson mentioned a few differences which impressed 
him. In Scottish colleges they don't have written assignments in any work, and 
certainly not ''little tests'' every few weeks. This sort of thing ceases in high 
school. He feels we specialize too early in Canadian colleges. He feels you should 
wait until your post graduate years, because before that you don't have a broad 
enough background to base mature decisions. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lawson said he is quite satisfied and content at Mac- 
donald College. He finds the college life quite "different", and the girls most 
"charming". "K invited, " he said, "I would like to stay here for a while to study 
and work". I guess we may conclude from that statement, that our Mac isn't so 
bad after all. 



Joan Thompson, hails from the "U" of Saskatchewan where she took her 
undergraduate training, and obtained her Bachelor of Arts degree. From there she 
proceeded to the "U" of Toronto, where she acquired her Masters in Arts. She is 
now working for her high school diploma in Education. 

When asked what motivated her to come to Macdonald, she replied that she 
had heard many nice things about our college, and she also liked the setup here for 
student teachers, especially the graduate goup, of which she is a member. There is 
a separate section here for University graduates who are obtaining their teaching 
diplomas, and she feels this is good, because it groups together the people who have 
similar educational backgrounds. She finds the staff very good,and most kind and 
helpful to those students from other provinces. 

In comparing Macdonald college with the other Universities she has attende 
one thing impresses her, and that was the great majority of young students here. 
There are few older students, and she feels this is too bad, because a college needs 
the stabilizing effect that older and more mature students render to an institution. 

As far as the social life is concerned, she has noted there is nothing more 
serious than a "fun-night" or "skit night". She feels there is a lack of opportunities 
for cultural development, such as for example, reading clubs, music and French cl 
There seems to be an emphasis on "frivolity" rather than on personal improvement. 
"When you think of college", she said, "you think of young men and women, not boys 
and girls". The students seem to act as if college was an extension of high school. 

Miss Thompson was quite impressed with the beauty of our campus. She 
feels you would go a long way before you would find a prettier one. She loves our 
fall season here in the East, and wishes there were a few more of our trees at her 
Western home .

THE LAND OF THE "MIDNIGHT SUN"

"The sun was shining on the sea, 

Shining with all his might: 
And this was odd, because it was

Believe it or not, the Walrus and the Carpenter are not the only ones who have 
(ritnessed this amazing phenomenon. Five months ago, a very engaging Norwegian, 
^ette Dedekan, left a country where the summer nights are transformed into a few 
lours of hardly dusky twilight. Mette, now a Homemaker at "Mac", comes from 
3slo, Norway's south eastern capital. At this latitude it is still broad daylight 
veil after ten o'clock at night during the summer. However, to actually see the 
'midnight sun", an unforgettable experience for a visitor to Norway, one has to go 
ip the coast t ^ North Cape. K you go by boat from Mette's home town, you will leave 
he North Sea and head for the Artie Ocean. It is here rather than on actual Norwegian 
joil, that the colourful history of this sea-faring nation comes alive. It is so easy to 
imagine that the hazy shapes in the distance are fleets of Viking ships, manned by 
iaring Norsemen, rather than peaceful fishing vessels. This is particularly so if you 
lave spent any time browsing around Oslo. As Mette proudly states, the Viking ships, 
:he polar exploration ship "Fram", which has been further south and north than any 
Dther ship in the world, and the "Kon-Tiki", the raft with five thousand miles to its 
credit, are all housed in various museums in the city. 

On being asked about the main interests of the average Norwegian to-day, 
Mette explained that from January to April skiing is the national pastime. The 
Holmenkollen ski-jumping tower just outside Oslo, which boasts a record jump of 
234 feet, tends to confirm this statement. In its summer setting among leafy trees 
and with bathers in the lake at its foot, the mere thought of such a jump calls for 
quite an effort of the imagination. Nevertheless, the record is there for any "doubting 
Thomas"! 

From what Mette said, it seems that the rest of the year is principally devoted 
to camping, hiking and mountain- climbing .
